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HUD Accepts 
YL Flood 
Application 


The Federal Insurance Adminis- 
tration of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) has accepted Yorba Linda’s 
application for flood insurance and 
has authorized sale of such 
insurance effective May 13, City 
Engineer Roy Stephenson an- 
nounced at Monday’s city council 
meeting. 

According to a prepared HUD 
statement, insurance can _ be 
obtained under the program at a rate 
of 25 cents per $100 of coverage for 
residential buildings up to a 
maximum coverage of $35,000 for 
single-family residences and 
$100,000 for multiple residences and 
non-residential buildings. Rate for 
non-residential buildings is 40 cents 
per $100 of coverage. 


Contents of residential buildings 
can beinsured for up to $10,000 per 
unit at a rate of 35 cents for $100, the 
statement continued. Rate and 
minimum for non-residential build- 
ings are 75 cents per $100 up to 
$100,000. 


According to the statement, flood 
insurance can be had from any local 
licensed property insurance agent or 
broker. Designated servicing com- 
pany is Fireman’s Fund American 
Insurance Companies, P.O. Box 
2323, Los Angeles, CA 90051. 


While insurance may be bought 
by any city resident, law requires 
purchase of insurance by owners of 
property within designated high- 
danger areas in order for them to be 
eligible for any federal or federally 
related financial building aid. _ 


Two such areas are in Yorba 
Linda, both west of Rose Drive, one 
along the west side of Winterhaven 
Street and the other along the west 
side of Jeanean Lane. 


Hospital 
Bulletin 


The Placentia-Linda Com- 
munity Hospital in Placentia is 
still on regular schedule and will 
be handling ‘‘surgeries as 
scheduled through the week’’, 
Gilliat Burnham, Hospital Ad- 
ministrator reported Tuesday. 


“Our doctors are as concerned 
for the patients as we are,”’ 
Burnham confirmed and said that 
he felt they would give notice 
before joining in any unilateral 
action in protest against the high 
cost of medical insurance for 
doctors. 


Burnham said that he believed 
that anesthesiologists connected 
with the local hospital would be 
opposed to patients entering the 
hospital ‘‘who had __ gotten 
themselves ready emotionally for 
surgery’’ and then it could not be 
performed. 


““We expect some notice,’’ he 
confirmed. 

Reports from other areas have 
suggested that a number of 
anesthesiologists in Orange 
County could retire to performing 
emergency services only by the 
end of this week. 


**We know nothing to confirm 
this,’’ Burnham reported Tues- 
day. 

Emergency service has been 
generally described as surgery 
involving obstetrics, cancer or 


emergencies affecting life or 


limb. 


School, Fairmont, Glenknoll, Or- 
chard, Van Buren) will take a second 
look at a $20 million bond issue. 

In Yorba Linda School District 
homes, the revenue limit increase, 
as proposed, would raise the tax rate 
from $2.37 for each $100 assessed 
property valuation to $3.24, an 
increase of 87 cents. 

Purpose of the increase, as 
outlined by local school board 
trustees, would be to maintain a 
basic program for all students in the 
district, and place Yorba Linda’s 
program at average when compared 


to Orange County's other 14 
elementary school districts. The 
hike would increase annual per pupil 
expenditure from approximately 
$894 to $1,033. 

Currently, Yorba Linda’s per 
pupil expenditure is far below 
county average--second to the 
bottom in a list of the other county 
elementary districts. 

Yorba Linda is slated to receive 
about six per cent in additional State 
and local dollars to operate its 
schools next year; but these funds, 
the board states, will quickly be 


absorbed by double digit inflation. 
The six per cent will not meet 
expenditure requirements for a 
basic program. 

The issue is further complicated 


by the fact that even if Yorba Linda’s 
tax rate were at the county average, 


the average per pupil income would 
still be below average. This is 
attributable to the ‘‘low-profile’’ 
nature of the city with its minimal 
commercial and manufacturing 
property. 

The revenue limit increase 
requires a simple majority to pass. If 


the measure fails, the local district 
will face cut-backs in its basic 
program, including such areas as: 
transportation, instructional mat- 
erials, equipment, elective subjects 
and maintenance services. Class 
sizes will also have to be increased. 


In the PUSD, citizens will vote for 
the second time on a $20 million 
bond issue for the construction of 
area schools. 

The measure, which demands a 
two-thirds majority to pass, lost by 
less than 100 votes on its first

Passage of the bond issue will not 
require any tax increase but will 
continue the present tax rate until 
1993.

The visit to the former Western 
White House followed a two and 
one-half hour briefing by Brigadier 
General Graham, Commander of the 
Camp Pendleton Marine Corps Base 
in charge of the Vietnamese 
Refugees. Congressman Wiggins 
and Knauft toured the base viewing 
the newly established tent city, the 


mess hall, the sanitary and medical 
facilities and all supportive func- 
tions. 


They spoke with some of the 
refugees--one a graduate of Mark 
Hopkins University whose wife held 
a PhD from Cornell, two 
pharmacists, one graduate of North 
Carolina State and one graduate of 
Arizona State.

considering the time allowed for 
preparation,’’ Knauft recounted. 


Following the Camp Pendleton 
tour, Knauft and Wiggins visited 
former President Nixon. ‘'I found 
him in good spirits, and physically 
much improved,’’ during the 
informal visit, Knauft said. The local 
men presented the former president 
with a basket of fruit from Yorba 
Linda including avocados from the 
Knauft home, lemons from the 
Wendell Kemps and oranges and 
limes from the Norman Kamins.

LAFC Splits On Kraemer Request 


Yorba Linda’s annexation of the 
huge Dominguez ranch, that one city 
planner described as a ‘‘surprisingly 
easy’’ procedure, turned out not to 
be so easy after all.

ALAFC) had decided to authorize 
gfannexation of 670 acre Dominguez

lar Dominguez property lies due east 
of the city, but is not contiguous to 
Yorba Linda city boundaries.

bridge to the Dominguez ranch. 
And LAFC okayed the unusual 
boundaries, and everything looked 
fine. 

The crisis 
came last Tuesday when city 
officials were informed that the 
Upper K Ranch had filed a request 
for amendment to the LAFC 
approved annex. Kraemer was 
basically requesting the LAFC pull 
his property out of the approved 
annexation lands. The small section

Oil Men Fight Tax Proposal Here 


Oil wells, which have played an 
undeniable role in the development 
of Yorba Linda, look like doing so 
still further--in a new way that their 
owners don’t care for one bit. 

Specifically, what the city has in 
mind is imposing a tax on the wells: 
either a justified, equitable tax--or 
an unjust, inequitable tax--depend- 
ing on whose story you hear. 

Two circums’ances occasion the 
proposed measure. One, cities need 
money to operate. Two, Yorba 
Linda’s city council members are 
trying to delay advent of a city 
property tax as long as possible. 
Money must come from somewhere. 

In Placentia, as in at least some 
other Orange County cities, oil wells 
are taxed. In Placentia, the tune is 
$350 per well plus five cents per 
barrel produced. 

Back in November 1971, as 
Vice-Mayor Henry Wedaa recalled 
at last Monday night’s city council 


meeting, the city had considered 
establishing such a tax in Yorba 
Linda. At that time an oil company 
spokesman had protested the 
suggested rate as being too high. 
The City Council had postponed 
action pending advice on what would 
be an acceptable rate. 

That said Councilman Wedaa, 
was the last the council heard from 
the spokesman until Monday night. 

Before the council was a 
staff-suggested city ordinance that 
would put a flat $450 tax per year on 
each oil well in the city. The $450 
dollar figure was derived, said City 
Administrator Art Simonian, after 
study of similar taxes in other county 
cities, particularly the Placentia tax. 

A flat figure was favored over a 
per-barrel rate, Simonian con- 
tinued, to save book-ké¢eping and 
other red tape. 

In the audience, as mentioned, 
was the gentleman from 1971, Jim 


McCutcheon, tax and _ statistics 
manager of the Western Oil and Gas 
Association. Along with him were 
representatives from Shell, Gulf, 
and Tenneco oil companies. Also 
present were several private parties 
who own oil wells in the city. 

The oil men said much the same 
thing: the oil companies are already 
paying their fair share of taxes. 

Because Yorba Linda oil already 
poses costly extraction problems, 
they continued, the tax would cause 
early shutting down of wells before 
their potential has been properly 
realized. 

Bruce Kerr, senior land man from 
Shell, posed an even more 
immediate threat; if the city 
imposed a tax, his people would 
likely recommend to top company 
management that they take their 
case to court.

key piece that links the rest of the 
annexation to city boundaries.

Kraemer pleaded to LAFC that he 
did not have adequate notice of the 
city’s intention to annex. Not so, 
said Yorba Linda city administrator 
Art Simonian. “‘On January 6, 
1975," Simonian testified, ‘‘l went 
with Phil Paxton (city planning 
director) to Gil Kraemer's office and 
laid out on his desk the exact map 


which lines out the Kraemer 
property and the Dominguez 
property.”’ 


‘The conclusion,’’ Simonian said, 
‘is that Kraemer was thoroughly 
aware, and either chose to ignore it 
or committed an error in handling 
his affairs.’ 

Simonian pointed out that the 
Kraemer landholders have been far 
from cooperative with the city,” 
everytime we've turned around, 
they’ve sued us, fought us or 
refused to talk to us. 

‘*Somebody has to be in a minority 
in an annexation and this time it just 
so happens to be the Kraemers."’ 

LAFC voted again to support the 
city’s position and denied 
Kraemer'’s request for reconsidera- 
tion in a 3-2 vote. 

Now, said Simonian, the city will 
act quickly to make the new 
annexation an official part of the 
city. Hopefully, the council will 
approve the ordinance to annex the 
property, complete the first and 
second readings of the ordinance by 
July 7 and, following a 30 day 
waiting period, have the property in 
the city by the first week in August.

When the Socialists came out ahead in Portugal elections, many in the 
West breathed a sigh of relief that the ‘‘moderates’’ had won. Everything 
seemed rosy, but it’s turned out rosy Red. 

The Communist Party ran a poor third--about 12 per cent of the 
vote--behind the Socialists and the Popular Democratic Party (PDP), but all 
are essentially different denominations of the same religion--socialism. The 
young officers of the ruling Armed Forces Movement (AFM) had already 
outlawed the potentially most effective centrists and conservatives (and a 
few Maoists). 

The AFM allowed the election to take place only after extracting promises 
from the remaining parties to abide by its forthcoming constitution, and to 
enforce AFM rules for at least five years. In other words, the AFM made 
sure the election would be meaningless. It was, instead, a sort of pacifier for 
the people; a nationwide public opinion poll. No doubt some supporters of 
the banned center-to-right parties voted for the Socialists of the PDP over 
the Communists on the grounds they were ‘‘least worst.” 

The Soviet Union has been pouring an estimated $10 million a month into 
Portugal to support its small but well-organized Communist Party. With this 
horn of plenty the Communists hired brigades of street fighters to intimidate 
non-Communist voters and break up their rallies and meetings. 

The Soviet investment is paying off: the Communist Party has gained 
control of the press and the labor union movement--classic Red strategy. 

As if to further nullify the election (the results of which they must surely 
have been able to predict) the Soviets have had their local party sonorously 
warn the Socialists to heed the word of the AFM. The AFM, in turn, they 
hope to dominate from within, using their supporters among its 200 or so 
members as stalking horses. 

Recently in London, one well-placed observer of the Portuguese scene 
told me that the NATO nations should encourage the more moderate 
members of the AFM to assert themselves. Give them a chance to let 
democracy flower, he seemed to be saying, it’s been a long time coming. 
But, it’s probably too late. 

Already, the banks and insurance companies have been nationalized and 
more businesses are likely to follow. The United States has been told its base 
in the Azores may not be used to resupply the Israelis in the event of Mideast 
conflict. The Soviets have gained permission for their “fishing trawler’’ 
fleet to use a Madeira seaport. Can Soviet naval base rights be far behind? 

Perhaps all this is part of a national intoxication following iast year’s coup 
against the decade-old dictatorship, but the Portuguese seem to be heading, 
perhaps unwittingly, toward another one--a Red one. 

Looking ahead, two likely scenarios add up to.a bad news-bad news 
version of the good news-bad news story. In one, the USSR does 4 
Czechoslovakia-type takeover, through subversion, to make Portugal a 
satellite. 

That would be bad, but the second scenario is even worse, and current 
evidence suggests it’s the more probable one. In it, Portugal remains 
ostensibly independent, with a left-wing military dictatorship, but with the 
USSR acting as stage manager. Communists already hold several key 

government posts. On stage, Portugal, appearing independent, would. 
remain in NATO--our first line of defense--but in reality an ally not of the 
West but of the USSR. 

This would have a profound effect among NATO allies. Italy is shaking 
already, with a large, powerful Communist Party. Spain would face the 
prospect of internal strife with guerrillas infiltrating from Portugal. 

Meanwhile, the United States does nothing to encourage the majority of 
Portuguese who don’t want to be Communists. Indeed, the climate in the 
United States seems to be dominated by ‘“‘liberals’’ who find American 
support of right-wing dictators intolerable but have yet to utter a peep about 
the left-wing military dictators in Portugal.

Parents and children may 
decide if they are interested in the 
academic and remedial aspect, 
which will be offered at Nixon 
school.’’ Rose Drive and Mabel 
Paine schools will feature ‘‘non- 
academic things that children don’t 
ordinarily get in elementary 
school,’’ Mrs. Pagel said. 

Both academic and high interest 
classes will be offered to seventh 
and eighth graders at Yorba Linda 
junior high school. 

Third through sixth graders may 
attend any one of the city’s three 
elementary schools, but transporta- 
tion must be arranged by the student 
and his parénts:

Course content will be determined 
after a survey of the children in each 
class.

Population Of 65.000 Looms 


A city of possibly 65,000 people 
with the low density of 2.8 to an acre, 
was forseen this week by the city of 
Yorba Linda in a conference of the 
planning directors of three cities 
concerning upcoming growth in the 
Placentia Unified School District. 

At the conference was Phil 
Paxton, Director of Planning for 
Yorba Linda. 

The density was by far the lowest 
of the three cities of Placentia, 
Anaheim and Yorba Linda attending 
the session. 

Placentia is seeking a 6.3 density 
pattern, Thomas Nelson, Director of 
Community Development relates, 
and in the city of Anaheim, density 


will fluctuate between 5.8 an acre in 
level areas to 2.6 in the foothills, Ron 
Thompson, Director of Development 
Service for Anaheim predicts. 


The city of Placentia expects 1,300 
residential units to be built within 
the next five years with an influx of 
4,000 people and Anaheim predicts 
an immediate 1,000 units within the 
PUSD area with 2,500 new 
residents. Yorba Linda anticipates 
over 2,000 units to be built within 
five years, mostly in the Placentia 
Unified district. Anaheim now has a 
population of almost 200,000. 


Also attending the conference was 
Roger Wilson, a Planning Assistant 


in the PUSD Planning and 
Construction Department. The 
school district’s interest is to keep 
itself informed on the numbers of 
school youngsters expected to move 
into the area and the accommoda- 
tions necessary to house them in 
school facilities. 


Wilson said that the school district 
would need to plan a minimum of 
one school child per housing unit 
anticipated in order to prepare for 
the steady influx. 


The school district is predicting an 
increase in students in its area of 
4,500, labeled a conservative 
estimate over the next five years. 
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summer session may _ attend 
kindergarten. The curriculum will 
be orientation based and intended to 
help the five-year-old learn ‘‘to 
function with others in the school 
atmosphere,’’ Mrs. Pagel said. She 
felt the class would be beneficial to 
the child who has already attended 
nursery school, because ‘‘the 
expectations of the public school are 
somewhat different from private 
school.’’ 

“The alternative approach was 
interpreted from questionnaires 
sent last year and at the end of 
summer school last year,’’ Mrs. 
Pagel said. For the program to be 
effective, Mrs. Pagel felt the student 
must want to take the courses in 
which he is enrolled. ‘‘Hopefully, 
the child will have some part in the 
decision. The program is more 
successful if the child has some part 
in the decision,’’ she said. 

May 15 was the deadline for 
enrollment in summer school, but 
registration is still possible. The 
school district, Mrs. Pagel said, 
“twill need ample time in which to 
structure the courses and hire the 


teachers.’’ She cautioned that ‘a’ 
» course will not be offered unless it’ 


has sufficient enrollment by June 1: 
Summer session begins June 23 
and ends July 25.
